Red River Street and said permit specified that the use of the sidewalks and the

location of the pumps and other features of desifrn would have to be in accordance

with the plan which was made a part of the resolution and permit, said plan being

marked 2-H-20; and

WHEREAS, said station was not fully developed at the time and James R.Hamilton

has applied to the City Council for approval of a revised layout to be followed
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in the construction of the filling station, which revised layout is to bo in accordance

with the plan hereto attached marked 2-H-20A; and

WHEREAS, the Safety Committee has reviewed and approved said map; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT James R. Hamilton is hereby granted the right to substitute plan 2-H-20A in

place of the plan 2-H-20 and to construct hla filling station in accordance with all

of the provisions of tho permit granted May 23rd, 1929» and recorded in Minute Book 11,

Page 26l«

Councilman Mueller moved that the Minutes of the Regular Meeting of April 10th,

1930, recorded in Minute Book No. 11, pages 623-629, inclusive, be amended by striking

out the word, "Seventh11, In the resolution ordering the paving of sidewalk areas on

Red River Street, recorded on page 625, and substituting therefor the word, "Sixth11, as

originally Intended. Motion was seconded by Councilman Pannell, and same prevailed by

the following vote: Ayes, Mayor McFadden, Oounoilmen Mueller, Pannell, and Stock, 4;

nays, none; Councilman Reed absent.

plat which accompanies this resolution marked S-C-JIS, and which plat is hereby

made a part of this resolution.

Dear Six:
We, the members of the Safety Committee of the City of Austin, have been

presented with a map of the proposed filling station to be constructed at the
southwest comer of Sixteenth and San Jaointo Streets for final approval. The
original application received from the Mapcnolla Petroleum Company dated January 7i
1930, was considered by the Olty Council on January 1^-th, 1930, and the site was
tentatively approved by the Olty Council as a filling station site on January 14-th
1930, as of record In the Mlnutee of the City Clerk.

We, the Safety Committee, recommend that said permit be granted subject to
the following conditions;

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed Inside of the property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction starts, or equipment Installed.
Lines and grades to be obtained from the City Engineering Department for entrances
and driveways, building plans to be approved by the Olty Building Inspector-

(2) That celling of that portion of the building that extends over driveways
shall be covered with metal. Supports for portion extended over driveway to be
supported by brick or reinforoed concrete pillars.

(3) That gasoline storage tanks and pumps and equipment used in connection
therewith shall be of an approved type', and shall bear the label of the National
Board of Fire Underwriters. All equipment to be installed In compliance with
City and State Regulations governing such installations. All equipment to be
inspected and approved before being placed in service.

That gasoline pumps and other equipment used in connection with the operation
of a gasoline filling station shall be so located that cars receiving service
therefrom will not in any way obstruct the sidewalk, street or alleyway. The
pumps shall be at least ten 110) feet inside the property line and all equipment
shall be not leoe than thirty (30) feet from adjoining residence. That the
length of all water hose shall be such that any water leaking from same cannot
reach the City sidewalk area and that the length of all gasoline hose shall be
such that a car desiring service cannot be served while any portion of said oar
is on the City sidewalk area*

(5) That electric lights only shall be used for lighting purposeo. and all
electric wiring shall be done in compliance with regulations governing the wir-
ing of gasoline filling stations, nnd shall be approved by the City Electrical
Department.

(6) That "NO 9WOKI1TG" slfrns shall be displayed at all times and no person ehall
be permitted to smoke or have any open flame on premises where gasoline is sold
or stored.

(7) That there shall be kept in an accessible place at all times a chemical
fire extinguisher for emergency use.

(3) That the trrades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water
or any floor washing ehall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and that all of
said oils and water shall be concentrated into a conbined grease and sand trap
which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan 2-H-M-S. and ehall
be conducted by a pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest city storm
sewer at the expense of the applicant. Before commencement of any construction
the applicant shall apply to the City Engineer for an estimate of the ooot of
that portion of the storm sewer which will have to be built within any city
street or alley and shall deposit in escrow a sum equal to said estimate with
the City Finance Director.
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(9) That all adjacent walks, ramps, gutters and curbs shall be constructed of
oonorete before the station ie used*

(10) That the applicant shall construct all ramps, gutters and ourba and alley
paving In accordance with plan No, 2-G-14S, which plan is hereby made a part of
this resolution*

(11) That all gaaollne pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto ehall
be Inspected and approved by the City Plumbing Inspector, and the mechanic employed
by the applicant to install the gasoline equipment shall apply to Plumbing Inspect-
or for a special permit and shall give Plumbing Inspector sufficient notice when
ready for inspection*

(12) That the applicant or the mechanic employed by the applicant to make the
installation shall apply to the Inspector of Weights and Measures for inspection
after the installation has been approved by the plumbing Inspector*

(13) That before using said station the owner shall apply to the Olty Engineer for
final Inspection when he considers that he has compiled with all of the requirements
of the Olty.

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council ten-

tative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in the

streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been con-

sidered by the City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same is hereby permitted to lay

and construct Its gas mains In and upon the following streets:

(1) A U Inch low pressure gas main in Chlcon Street beginning at the end of an
existing gas main which end Is on the north line of East Twenty-first Street and
21 feet west of the east line of Chlcon Street;

Thence in a southerly direction 21 feet west of and parallel to the east line
of Chicon Street a distance of approximately 2 blocks to a" point 27 feet south of
the north line of East Nineteenth'Street. Said gas main described above shall have
a cover of not lesa than 3 feet.

(2) A ^ inch low pressure gas main in East Nineteenth Street beginning at a point
on the east line of Salina Street, which point of beginning- ie 27 feet south of the
north line of East Nineteenth Street;

Thence in an easterly direction 27 feet south of and parallel to the north
line of East nineteenth Street a distance of approximately 2 blocks to the west '
line of Foquito Street. Said gas main described above ehall have a cover of not
less than 3 feet.
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(3) A ^ Inch low pressure f-:ao main in San Jaointo Street beginning at a point on
an existing gas main* in East First Street, which point of beginning is 22 feet
south of and 27 feet west of the intersection of the east line of San Jaointo Street
and the north line of East First Street;

Thence in a northerly direction 27 feet west of and parallel to the east line
of San Jaointo Street a distance of approximately one block to a point on an exist-
ing gas main In East Second Street, which point is 2S feet north of the south line
of said East Second Street* Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not leas than 2^ feet.

(If) A ^ inch low pressure gas main in San Jacinto Street beginning at a point on
an existing gas main In East Eighteenth Street, which point of beginning Is 10 feet
west of and 21 feet south of the intersection of the north lino of East Eighteenth
Street and the east line of San Jaointo Street;

Thence in a northerly direction 30 feet west of and parallel to the east line
of Son Jaointo Street a distance of approximately one block to tie In an existing
gaa main in East Nineteenth Street. Said gae main described above shall have a
cover of not less than 2£ feet.

(5) A 4- Inoh low pressure gas main In East Forty-Sixth Street, beginning at a
point on an existing gaa main In Avenue "G" , which point of beginning Is 11 feet
south of and lo feet west of the Intersection of the north line produced of East
Forty-sixth Street and the east line of Avenue "0";

Thence In a westerly direction 11 feet south of and parallel to the north
line of East Forty-Sixth Street a distance of approximately one block to a point
24 feet east of the west line of Avenue "F". Said gae main described above shall
have a cover of not less than 2£ feet*

(6) A ^ inch low pressure gae main in Avenue "F" beginning at a point 2^ feet
east of end 11 feet south of the Intersection of the west line produced of Avenue
"F" and the north line of East Forty-Sixth Street;

Thence In a southerly direction 2 feet east of and parallel to the west line
of Avenue "F11 , a distance of approximately one blook to a point on an existing gaa
main In East Forty-Fifth Street* Said gas main described above shall have a cover
of not leas than 2-£ feet.

(7) A ff Inoh low pressure gae main in Tom Green Street beginning at a point on an
existing 4 inch low pressure gas main In East Thirty-Second Street, which point of
beginning la 23 feet south of and 20 feet west of the interaeotlon of the east line
of Tom Green Street and the north line of East Thirty-Second Street;

Thence In a northerly direction 20 feet weat of and parallel to the east line
of Tom Oreen Street a distance of approximately 2 blocks to tie in an existing gaa
main In East Thirty-Fourth Street, which gaa main Is 23 feet south of the north
line of aald Eaat Thirty-Fourth Street. Said gas main described above shall have
a cover of not leas than 2£ feet.

The Texaa Public Service Company la hereby put upon notice that the City of

Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above ie clear from other under-

ground utilities, but is baaed upon the best records we have at hand, and that the

minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths

may be required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires

definite information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which

to base the location of their assignments they shall apply to the City Engineering

Department not leas than three (3) doys before such information is required. The

Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required

to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged

during the construction of lines named in this resolution*

That the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have

been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and

under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to

said Company by the City of Austin.
